Reply to Office Action of April 5, 2005 

REMARKS 

Reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested. Applicant has 
attempted to address every issue in the Final Official Action dated April 5, 2005 (paper no. 
20050331) and believes the application is now in condition for allowance or in better form 
for appeal. 

Applicant has amended portions of the specification to correct for spelling and 
grammatical errors. Further, Applicant has corrected Figure 1 . In the original Figure 1 , the 
tubular portion located between reference numbers 36 and 38 appeared to be transparent due 
to an incorrect line passing through the tubular portion. The incorrect line has been deleted, 
and the corrected, replacement drawing is enclosed. Applicant submits that no new matter 
has been added. 

Applicant appreciates the acknowledgement of allowable subject matter in 
claims 8, 10, 14, 17 and 18 if rewritten in independent form including all of the features of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. Applicant added the features of allowable claim 
14 to claim 13. Similarly, the features of claim 13 have been combined with the features in 
claim 17. For this reason, Applicant submits that claims 13 and 17, and all the claims that 
depend therefrom, are allowable over the references of record. 

Claims 1-7, 9, 1 1-12, 13, 15 and 16 stand rejected under 35 U.S. C. §102 for 
being anticipated by Ralston (U.S. Patent No. 2,804,259). Referring to Figure 1 of Ralston, 
the reference discloses a dolly having a frame 10 having a handle 23 and a support portion 
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22. There is a wheel 18 attached to the frame, and a platform 12 supported by the support 
portion. The platform 12 supports the compressor 26, a motor 28 and a control member 32. 
There is also a retention formation 46, 48, 50, 52, 54 and 74 on flanges 38, 40, 42 and 44 of 
the frame. The flanges 38, 40, 42 and 44 extend perpendicularly from the surface of the 
platform 1 2 at four comers of the platform. The compressor has an air tank 36 and a receptor 
structure 60, 72 on the bottom portion of the air tank. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner asserts that the retention formation 46, 48, 
50, 52, 54 and 74 is on the platform 12. However, the retention formation is not on the 
platform 12, but is raised above the platform on flanges 38, 40, 42 and 44. To further 
distinguish from Ralston where the retention formation is on flanges, Applicant has amended 
independent claims 1 and 9 to define "a retention formation disposed on a generally planar, 
level platform surface". Thus, the tank of the present dolly and compressor engages the 
platform 14 on a generally planar, level platform surface 55 of the dolly 10 (see FIG. 2), not 
on flanges adjacent the generally planar, level platform surface. This amendment is 
supported by the drawings and the specification. On page 6, lines 1 7- 1 8 of the specification, 
Applicant states that "a platform 14 provides a level surface upon which the compressor 32 
can be received and is attached to the frame 12...". For these reasons, Applicant submits that 
the amendments overcome the §102 rejection of claims 1-12. 

Applicants submit that in view of the above-identified amendments and 
remarks, the application is now in condition for allowance, an indication of which is
